find  information  about  local  services. 

One  parent  notes:  "I  don't  know 
what  would  have  happened  to  me  if  I 
had  not  had  the  family  center  in  my  life.

Bailey  receives  national  recognition 
for  work  in  preventing  child  abuse 


CTF  Board  Chairman  Dr.  Edward 
Bailey  received  the  1999  Ray  Heifer 
award  for  his  outstanding  achievements 
and  dedication  to  the  prevention  of  child 
abuse  and  neglect. 

The  award  was  established  in  honor 
of  the  late  Dr.  Ray  E.  Heifer,  considered 
the  "father  of  Children's  Trust  and 
Prevention  Funds."  It  is  sponsored  by 
the  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics  and 
the  National  Alliance  of  Children's  Trust 
Funds.  These  organizations  present  the 
award  each  year  to  a  distinguished 
pediatrician  for  his  or  her  contribution 
to  the  cause  of  child  abuse  prevention. 

Bailey  is  the  director  of  general 
pediatrics  at  Baystate  Medical  Center 
and  has  been  a  practicing  pediatrician 
for  the  past  23  years.  He  and  his  wife, 
Dena,  live  in  Longmeadow  and  have 
three  children. 

He  joined  the  CTF  board  in  1989 
and  became  chairman  in  1991. 

Bailey  received  the  award  at  the 
national  conferences  of  the  National 
Alliance  of  Children's  Trust  and  Preven- 
tion Funds  and  Prevent  Child  Abuse 
America  during  December  in  New 
Orleans.  CTF  Board  Member  Stephen 
Cahn  presented  the  award  to  Bailey. 

"Ed's  energy,  commitment  and 
support  is  an  inspiration  to  staff  and 
fellow  volunteers,"  Cahn  said.

Bailey  told  the  award  dinner 
audience  that  this  period  of  history  offers 
a  great  opportunity  to  improve  the  lives 
of  families  and  children.  He  compared 
the  situation  to  the  birth  of  the  anti- 
smoking  campaign. 

"Years  ago  we  would  have  never 
thought  we  would  be  sitting  in  a  room 
where  no  one  was  smoking,"  he  said.

Family  Network  and  Community 
Partnership  tor  Children  -  and  the 
serv  ices  ot  the  Center  for  Human 
Serv  ices  Development. 

Jo-Ann  Otlin,  who  heads  the  center, 
says  one-stop  family  service  is  important 
in  this  booming  community  35  miles 
southeast  ot  Boston.  Arriving  families 
need  a  place  to  acclimate  while  those 
who  have  lived  here  still  need  to  connect 
to  new  neighbors. 

"Here,  families  can  gather  all  the 
intormation  they  need  about  family  life 
in  Miltord,"  says  Otlin,  also  director  of 
childhood  services  tor  the  Center  for  the 
Development  of  Human  Services. 

A  downtown  location  was  an 
important  consideration  in  the  opening 
of  the  center. 

"We  felt  this  site  would  become  a 
beacon  to  all  families  in  town.  It  has  the 
best  chance  ot  becoming  the  equivalent 
to  the  town's  senior  center,"  Otlin  says. 


When  the  Milford  organizers  filed 
their  grant  application,  they  were 
scattered  in  offices  around  town, 
including  the  School  Department. 

"We  believe  that  when  family 
centers  stand  by  themselves  they 
represent  a  stronger  presence  in  the 
community  and  further  our  goal  of 
reaching  every  family,"  says  Jack  Miller, 
associate  director  of  programs  for  CTF. 

Milford  is  one  of  six  family  centers 
to  receive  tunding  from  CTF.  Other 
recipients  are  the  Center  for  Families  of 
North  Cambridge,  Children's  Health 
Program  of  Great  Barrington,  Martha's 
Vineyard  Community  Service  in 
Vineyard  Haven,  Medford  Family 
Center  and  Valuing  Our  Children  in 
Athol. 

Last  year,  family  centers  reached 
more  than  20,000  families  in  Massachu- 
setts.

Legislature  expands  Healthy  Families 


Thanks  to  support  from  the  state 
Legislature,  every  first-time  parent 
under  the  age  of  21  is  now  eligible  for 
services  through  the  Healthy  Families 
Newborn  Home  Visiting  program. 

The  Legislature  approved  a  $16.1 
million  budget  for  the  program.  This 
includes  $5  million  from  the  tobacco 
settlement  to  serve  parents  who  are 
age  20  years  old. 

Last  year  3,209  families  benefited 
from  Healthy  Families. 

The  program  continues  to  be 
evaluated  by  Tufts  University. 
Expected  outcomes  include  a  reduc- 


tion in  child  abuse,  increases  in 
parenting  skills,  increases  in  child 
immunizations,  and  an  increase  in  the 
educational  attainment  of  young 
parents. 

"We're  grateful  for  the 
Legislature's  support  for  Healthy 
Families.  Now,  the  237  families  who 
are  on  the  waiting  list  can  receive 
services  and  approximately  3,500  new 
families  can  participate  this  year,"  said 
CTF  Executive  Director  Suziti  Bartley.

me  in  life  and  feel  that  I  should 
give  something  to  others." 

Others  give  as  a  tribute  to 
loved  ones.  State  Sen.  David  P. 
Magnani,  D-Framingham,  selected 
CTF  to  receive  donations  in 
memory  of  his  mother,  Angie 
Franchi  of  Ashland. 

"My  mother's  whole  life  was 
organized  around  her  children," 
says  Magnani.  "The  work  of  CTF 
—  not  only  the  work,  but  the 
quality  of  the  work  —  made  it  an 
easy  choice.  CTF's  priorities  and 
my  mother's  priorities  were 
similar:  the  needs  of  children." 

Lee  Woodsworth,  a  CTF

Program  for  young  dads  added 
to  Healthy  Families  home  visiting 


CTF  is  funding  a  pilot  program 
that  will  create  an  important, 
additional  link  to  fathers  participat- 
ing in  Healthy  Families  Newborn 
Home  Visiting. 

These  federally  funded  weekly 
support  groups  were  created  after 
many  young  fathers  asked  their 
home  visitors  for  an  opportunity  to 
talk  with  other  teen  dads. 

"These  young  men  are  proud  of 
their  babies  and  their  new  roles  as 
dads.  But  they  also  have  unique 
concerns.  These  groups  will  bring 
them  together  to  talk  about  their 
new  responsibilities  and  to  offer 
peer  support  to  one  another,"  said 
Sharon  Pare,  leader  of  the  The 
F.O.B.  (Father  of  the  Babies)  Club 
at  Healthy  Families  in  Framingham. 

One  teen  dad,  David,  said 
meeting  other  young  fathers 
provides  insight  that  otherwise  he 
might  lack. 

"Take  into  consideration  that 
many  of  us  are  First-time  fathers 
who,  coincidently,  didn't  have 
fathers  around  when  we  were 
young.  I  think  the  group  is  an 
excellent  source  of  guidance." 

CTF  has  awarded  three  grants 
of  up  to  $6,650  each  to  fund  the 
12-week  groups.  These  grants  went 
to  Healthy  Families  programs  in 
Chelsea,  Framingham  and  Holyoke. 
Three  more  grants  will  be  awarded 
in  the  fall. 

CTF  also  chose  to  collaborate 
with  two  organizations  to  offer 
technical  assistance  and  training. 
The  Men's  Resource  Center  of 
Western  Massachusetts  in  Amherst 
and  Catholic  Charities  North  in 
Lynn  both  have  experience  and 
success  in  working  with  fathers' 
issues. 
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'I  love  my  baby  but  it 
can  be  hard  at  times.  I 
meet  other  fathers 
with  the  same  con- 
cerns. It  makes  it  a  lot 
easier  to  know  that  I'm 
not  the  only  teenager 
going  through  this 
experience.'

'Breaking  the  cycles  of  child  abuse' 


CTF  Board  member  Stephen 
Cahn,  a  juvenile  and  child 
welfare  lawyer,  gives  to  CTF  in 
the  hope  of  breaking  the  cycles 
of  abuse  and  neglect  that  are 
evident  in  some  of  the  families 
he  sees  in  court. 

"In  my  line  of  work  I 
handle  a  lot  of  cases  that 
involve  child  abuse  or  parents 
who  do  not  have  adequate 
parenting  skills,  who  are 


generationally 
abused  or  a 
product  of 
parents 
without 
parenting 
skills.  CTF

strategies  to 
break  those  cycles,"  Cahn  says.

Home  Visiting,  which  assists 
young  mothers,  was  a  good  idea." 

CTF  also  benefits  from  the 
generosity  of  civic  groups  such  as 
the  General  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  of  Massachusetts.  State  Rep. 
Shirley  Gomes,  R-S.  Harwich, 
Federation  president,  selected  CTF 
as  beneficiary  of  the  President's 


Project  because  it  matches  her 
theme  of  "Children  First:  Give 
Them  Roots  and  Wings." 

"I  believe  children  deserve  to 
be  rooted  with  strong,  secure 
family  support  in  order  to  be  able 
to  fully  develop  physically  and 
emotionally  to  wing  to  their 
highest  potential,"  she  says. 


'Neglect  and  abuse  are  not  tolerable' 


Beverly  Pazuk,  a  long-time 
supporter,  learned  about  CTF 
through  a  friend:  an  agency 
employee  who  asked  her  to 
volunteer  and  to  stuff  enve- 
lopes. The  more  she  learned 
about  child  abuse  prevention, 
the  more  she  became  involved. 

"I  feel  it  is  important  to 
spread  the  word  that  there  is 
help  out  there  for  parents.  I 
think  the  home  visiting 
program  is  very  effective  and  I 
am  impressed  with  the  work 
with  fathers  and  with  children 
through  the  schools,"  Pazuk 
says. 


"It's 
important  to

Improvements  mark  new  round 
of  parenting  education  grants 


CTF  has  introduced  improvements 
to  its  popular  funding  initiative  for 
Parenting  Education  and  Support 
Programs  (PESPs). 

The  changes  will  expand  the 
scope  of  PESPs  and  allow  for  larger 
grants  with  the  possibility  of 
longer  contracts.  For  example: 

■  CTF  will  award  grants  of  up 
to  S5,000,  an  increase  from  the 
$2,500  limit  in  previous  years. 

■  Programs  that  meet  perfor- 
mance standards  will  have  the 
opportunity'  to  extend  their 
contracts  for  a  second  year.  Previ- 
ously, grants  were  issued  for  one 
year. 

CTF  introduced  the  changes 
based  on  feedback  from  grant 
recipients. 

"We  aim  to  increase  the  range 
of  high  quality  programs  available 


to  parents  of  young  children,"  said 
Suzin  Bartley,  CTF  executive 
director. 

The  goal  of  PESP  grants  is  to 
provide  direct  support  and  educa- 
tion to  parents  of  children  age  6 
and  under.  The  funded  programs 
also  promote  supportive  relation- 
ships between  parents  and  connect 
moms  and  dads  to  resources  in 
their  communities. 

Last  fiscal  year,  CTF  awarded 
$126,000  in  PESP  grants  to 
community-based  organizations 
throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

Grant  applications  are  posted 
electronically  through  Comm- 
PASS  and  are  due  by  May  1 .

"After  her  child  was  brought  to 
the  hospital,  we  found  out  that  the 
child  had  meningitis  and  that  the 
mother  was  not  able  to  cope  with 
the  seriousness  of  the  illness," 
Gould  said,  shaking  his  head.  "I 
thought  it  wasn't  fair  that  some

said  the  group  will  discuss  how  to 
handle  visitation  rights  of  noncus- 
todial parents,  how  to  reconnect  to 
community  services  such  as 
schools,  and  other  topics. 

Parents'  and  Children's  Services 
in  Boston  received  a  $5,000  grant 
to  fund  a  group  for  parents  of  pre- 
school children  whose  older  chil- 
dren habitually  miss  school.  The 
goal  is  to  support  parents  so  they 
can  care  for  their  younger  children 
and  monitor  their  older  children's 
school  attendance. 

"This  funding  will  allow  us  to 
develop  a  family-support  compo- 
nent that  will  complement  and 
enhance  our  existing  programs," 
said  Maty  Brooks  Adams  of 
Parents'  and  Children's  Services. 

.  "We're  very  pleased  to  receive 
this  money  which  helps  to  address 
the  mission  of  our  organization  to 
accomplish  the  front-end  prevention 
of  child  abuse  and  neglect,"  she  said.

■  The  duration  of  grants 
may  be  extended  an  addition- 
al year  if  recipients  meet  per- 
formance criteria.
